QUEEN ADELAIDE, 

A calculation has been made with respect to the feasibility of 
raising & monument to the memory of Queen: Adelaide, 
‘London alone,” says the authority from whom we quote, 
“contains upwards of two millions of inhabitants; and, sup- 
posing one half to be capable of giving away one shilling, no 
Jess than £50,000 are at once secured.” This is easily done— 
upon paper. Another gentlemen proposes that we should ask 
two shillings instead of one, and found and endow a number of 
almshouses for poor widows. We shall be glad to learn from 
these individuals that there are a million of persons in London 
to whom two shillings or one is a superfluity, 

These proposals are doubtless well meant; but gratitude or 
veneration— whichever they please to call it—has its pedantries 
us well as most other good feelings, and we think it has fallen 
into them here, Let us take the three proposed monuments. 
First, a church; secondly, a cross; thirdly, a number of 
almshouses for poor widows. Is our want of more churches a 
pressing want? More than half of those we have are ill 
attended. We seem rather to want worshippers. For the 
cross, we think—without disparaging the emblem—that some- 
thing less than £50,000 might suttice, 

Lustly, as to almhouses, how much of the proposed sum 
would have to be spent in brick and mortar? How much in 
chairs, tables, and fixtures? Low mauy widows, or, rather, 
how few in comparison with the outlay, would be benefited: 
flow much would go to fill the pockets of contractors? How 
much to trustees and wardens? ‘hese are serious questions ; 
and, if charity is not practical in its operations, it is nothing, 

Again; should we not by the adoption of this advice be 
adding to our mass of inert poverty? This is one of the 
greatest evils of the country, Of course when people grow 
old and can work no longer we have no option but to maintain 
them somewhere~we do not say in idleness, for this cose is one 
of necessity, 

It is not with any desire to check the flow of grateful 
remembrance that we offer the remark that the people—the 
rich people—of this country are too fond of raising monuments 
to the dead, at a cost which would be much more worthily ex- 
pended in doing something for the living. It is moreover true 
that, wherever money is given to assist the distressed, a 
shameful amount is spent in employing persons to distribute 
the alms, Charity is converted into a job. This is unfor. 
tunate, but unquestionable. The nearest approach to a 
reformation of so bad a state of things is to be found in the 
present movement for the relief of the Distressed Needle. 
women. Now, with due deference to the admirers of Queen 
Adelaide~and in a right respect for her memory we will yield 
the palm to none—it would bo intinitely better that every 
penny we Can spare should be directed to the object of sending 
these poor women into a country where they will be fed, 
Let us concentrate our efforts; and, if fifty or a hundred 
thousand pounds can be raised, devote it to this prac. 
tical scheme. Already a very large sum has been gub- 
ascribed ee & few persons, our good Queen Victoria and her 
Royal and truly Princely Consort standing at the head of the 
list. But, large though it is, considered aga contribution 
from a few individuals, it is comparatively nothing to what 
will be required if the efforts of the committee are to succeed, 

We hope, therefore, that those who are agitating this testi- 
monial will pause ere they decide on the manner of applying 
whatever sums may be raised.

vast edifice was completely packed with human beings, 
and, as might be expected for such a concourse, one 
continued din was kept up, but, with one exception, 
in the best possible humour. The only instance of 
violence that occurred was occasioned by a man, who 
we presume must have found his way into the dress 
circle by accident, taking possession of a lady's seat 
and refusing to relinquish it; for this want of gallantry 
he was most properly dragged out by the gentlemen 
around, to the great satisfaction of the rest of the 
audience. The Shaksperian play chosen for the opening 
night was the same which Mr. Macready selected for 
the commencement of his own management when he 
was lessee of Drury Lane, namely, ‘ The Merchant of 
Venice.’ Upon this occasion Mr. ‘Anderson performed 
the arduous character of Shylock, for the first time be- 
fore a London audience. We shall not attempt to 
criticise his performance at present,—we must reserve 
the task until a future opportunity ; for as notone word in 
ten could be heard until after the conclusion of the fourth 
act, when Shylock’s part terminates, it would be unjust 
towards this talented gentleman to offer any but merely 
general remarks. Several times during the play he found 
it necessary to address the audience, which he did in a 
manner that brought forth the warmest demonstrations 
of kindly feeling on the part of those present. Upon one 
occasion, when addressing the gentlemen in the gallery, 
he said—‘' From the vast numbers in which you have 
come to welcome me, I feel, I know, that you intend me 
kindly, but I must be allowed to remark that you havea 
very odd way of showing it.” From the few passages 
we from time to time could catch, we believe that Mr. 
Anderson's performance of Shylock, under other circum- 
stances, must be very fine. He dressed the character 
admirably ; ; and in the fourth act, the trial scene—a trial 
scene in every sense of the word for an actor—in spite of 
all the noise and confusion, succeeded in producing an 
immense effect. Miss Laura Addison was the Por tia, 
and, as far as looks went, delighted her beholders. Of 
her ‘performance of the part we are unable to offer any 
remarks, for, as we have said before, not one word in ten 
could be heard until the fifth act, when it seemed 
“ that music (really) hath charms to sooth the savage 
breast,” for the trio of ‘*O, happy fair,” charmingly 
sung by Miss Rafter, Miss Nelson, and Mr, 8. Jones, 
was not only listened to, but rapturously encored. There 
were several actors from the provinces made their first 
bow to a London audience upon this occasion, but of 
their several merits we must defer our opinion until we 
we have really heard them, At the conclusion of the 
play Mr. Anderson was loudly called for, and then re- 
appeared in his own character, and delivered an admir- 
able speech, expressive of his thanks for the ‘ glorious 
house-warming the public had given him, and of his de- 
termination to deserve success.” He was loudly cheered 
upon his retiring. Now came the Christmas treat for

‘* Bormon Island, California, Oct, 8, 1849, 

“Thave been here about five weeks, Ihave managed to get about half 
an ounce pet. day, with very hard digging for it, for pd one that wants gold 
must dig hard for it. Ihave worked into the soil a out eight feet, eens 
there to the rock, which is about three feet, which is the only soil that will 
pay the washing of it, as the gold in nearly all places has settled down to 
the rock. It appears that in former years there has been an eruption of the 
earth, which hag thrown the gold up, as there are huge masses of rocks 
scattered about. Where the gold is, the rocks are covered with soil to the 
depth of thirteen feet. There the gold is in general to be found. I 
intend, please God to give me my health, to endeavour to stop up at the 
mines all the winter, if there is not too much rain falls, when I hope 
to be able to do something. I have a small machine with which I wash 
the soil, which is made of an iron plate with holes in it, and the water 
is kept continually poured on, and the machine is rocked in the same 
manner a3 a cradle, by a person sitting, having a pot in one hand,

Heroic Conpuct or THE Recror or FaALMouTH.— 
Last week a schooner was observed to be entangled on the coast 
between the Manacle Rock and Pendennis Castle, with a pilot 
cutter near her. Later in the morning she stranded directly under 
the cliff, above which is the mansion of the Rev, W. J. Coope, the 
rector of Falmouth, She proved to be the Mary, of Dartmouth, of 
123 tons burden, Thomas arvis, master, from Acra, on the coast 
of Africa, 105 days, to Falmouth, for orders, Her cargo consisted of 
palin oil, the property of W. B. Hutton and Bons, of London. Her 
crew were seven in number, two of whom were blacks. They had 
been fourteen days without any provisions, except an allowance of 
two table-spoonfuls of flour daily ; and it had been agreed to kill 
the dog on board for sustenance, unless relicyed. After many 
efforts rhe expedient was adopted of throwing the log line from the 
Ship, as a primary means of establishing communication, The 
rector, having a greater knowledge of the footing on the cliff, 
attempted to catch the line, for which he waded into the water some 
feet, and was nearly carried off by a sea. To the log line-a large 
rope was attached, and to it a hemp cable; the end of the cable was 
fixed round a bridge in Mr. Coope’s walk, near the bathing-house. 
The first who ventured and succeeded in reaching the shore by the 
cable was the mate; it was a passage of much hazard to himself 
and most considerable excitement to the bystanders ; being some 
Seconds suspended midway, owing to the rope not traversing the 
Cable, and by every Jurch of the vessel dashed into the surf onthe 
tocks, ‘The remainder of the crew were got on shore, one by one, 
In a barrel hung by a hank to the cable. AS they landed they were 
taken to the mansion of Mr. Coope, in which act of benevolence the

Upon seeing her husband enter the room 
she left off mangling her offspring, but she flew at him with the knife 
fur the purpose of stabbing him, Fortunately she missed her aim, 
and after much resistance he succeeded in getting possession of the 
knife, which was covered with blood, ‘Lhe child’s throat was so 


severely cut that it is extremely doubtful whether it will survive. 


Ina closet she had locked up another child, six years old, so that 
there seems little doubt she intended to murder the whole of her 
children, and had it not been for the arrival of her husband two, at 
least, of them would have been deprived of life. Constable Shore 
was instantly sent for, and took the woman into custody, at the

behind him, struck bim a blow in the face, and, pulling out a brass-

barrelled pistol, threatened to shoot him. Horgan replied that he 
did not like a disturbance of a Sunday, or that he would well chas- 
tise them, not imagining for a moment that the pistol was loaded, 
and again left them and joined his friends. By this time they had 
reached the top of Brown’s-row, nearly opposite Mr. Brown’s 
house, who is a magistrate for the city, where they stopped, the 
two boys being then only two or three yards behind them, Collins 
then pulled out a life-preserver, and flourished it threateningly at 
them, upon which William Braund called out, ‘* Very well, Collins, 
I will tell your mother of your conduct, and she will give it you for 
having used such athing as that.”’ Collins replied again abusively, 
and flourished the life-preserver, Braund rushed at him and a 
struggle ensued, during which they both fell to the ground. The 
boy Dancy, in the meanwhile, again pulled out the pistol, and 
declared that he would shoot Braund, and that he would shoot 
Horgan also if he interfered with him. Horgan, however, tried to 
prevent his getting at Braund, but, evading Horgan, Dancy took 
deliberate aim at Braund, and shot him, ‘The ball entering the 
young man’s chest, the blood spouted out of his mouth, and he fell 
to the ground. The murderer took to instant flight, but was 
speedily overtaken and conveyed to the Bedminster police-station. 
Upon being searched, a bullet-mould and seven pistol bullets, with 
a screw-turner for the locks, a piece of lead, some percussion-caps, 
and £3. 1s. 6d. in gold and silver, were found upon his person. The 
unfortuuate young man Braund, who bore an excellent character, 
was conveyed to the General Hospital, but was dead before he 
reached it. Dancy appears quite indifferent as to the crime he has 
committed. At the subsequent inquest the coroner summed up 
the evidence at considerable length, and the jury, after a short con- 
sultation. returned a verdict of “ Wilful murder” against Alfred 
Dancy, who was committed on the coroner’s warrant to take his 


trial for the capital offence.

The scene now changes to the palace, where we see the Queen 
(Mr. R, Romer) at her toilet, Numerous letters, offers of mar- 
riage, are brought in, and the Queen determines to see all her 
lovers at once, so desires the presence of Kenilworth, and then 
‘*a hunting she will go,’’—and she does. We nowhave a view of 
Camnorshal and the shadow of Amy Robsart, seen through the 
window-bling, putting her babe to bed. The Earl of Leicester 
(Mr. Deulin) pays her a visit en passant, sings with Amy (Mr, 
G, Watson) a very amusing duet, to the air‘ Oh, Susanna;” and 
the harmony is really admirable, The next scene is the Castle 
of Kennilworth, with one of the grandest pantomimical processions 
ever seen, Hore the twenty lovers of the Queen are introduced, 
but are rejected. We then have the destruction of the Spanish 
Armada, and when the characters ure changed the Harlrquinsde 
commences, Of the Harlequin (Mr, Deulin), the Pantaloon (Mr. 
J. Deulin), Columbine (Mlle. Theodore), and the Qlown (Mr. Stilt), 
we cannot speak in terms too high; they one and allexerted them- 
selves in a manner that would have secured snecess to a far worse 
pantomime than * Good Queen Bess,’" The scenery was beantiful 
throughout—the tricks good—the musie pleasing —and, as a whole, 
we have not seen so good a pantomime at Drury Lane for many 
years, Its success was complete, but it is far too long— 
the curtain did not descend until nearly half-past one o’clock.

HaymMarket.—The pieces selected for Wednesday last 
‘at this fashionable theatre were, first, Mark Lemon's neat and 
interesting play of ‘* A Loving Woman,” in which Mrs. Charles 
Kean, as the Ii/e, was excellent. Wallack, as Hermann, never 
played with greater taste and effect than on this occasion. Mr, 
Charles Kean, Mr. Howe, and others in the drama were very much 
and properly applauded; but, having reviewed the piece before, we 
have not room for further notice on this occasion. “ King René’s 
Daughter” followed, now too well known to require further review 
than to say that Mrs. Charles Kean’s impersonation of the blindness 
of Iolanthe, and her restoration to sight, was beautiful, simple, and 
thrilling. ‘Che piece of the night followed, namely, the extravaganza; 
itis from the pens of the Brothers Brough, two gentlemen who have 
rapidly advanced in dramatic and literary fame. Their * Enchanted 
Isle,” * Camaralzaman,” and * Sphinx’” have already obtained for 
them high honours as burlesque and extravaganza writers, and their 
‘‘Ninth Statue, or the Jewels and the Gem” (at the Haymarket, 
for Christmas, this year), has added to their already well-earned 
repute, They have selected for their subject a tale from ©The 
Arabian Nights ” (that exhaustless fountain of romance), called, in 
the original, ‘Zeyn Alasnam and the King of the Genii,” and 
which they have called The Ninth Statue,” &c., as above 
stated. ‘I'he story is as follows:—Zeyn Alasnam, the youthful 
King of Balsora, a young gentleman of the Jast school, on 
obtaining his crown, neglects attending to the welfare of his sub- 
jects, and devotes himself to his own personal enjoyments, ‘lo 
avoid the censure of his late father’s friends he dismisses all the 
old ministers and forms a new cabinet of very fast young gents; at 
the head of whom he chooses, as his private secretary, an individual 
very appropriately called Loosefisch, one who vastly annoys the 
Queen-Muther by the bad exampie he sets the son. H owever, whilst 
the nation is going to wreck and ruin, the Jing of the Genii, an old 
friend of Zeyn’s father, who is a sort of guardian to the dis- 
solute young monarch, reveals to him in a dream that a vast 
‘reasure was. amassed and deposited by the good old King, 
and which he will put him in possession of if ke will 
immediately amend his ways and become a reformed member 
of kingly society. The King reforms accordingly, The treasure 
is found, consisting, amongst a vast quantity of gold and jewels, of 
eight splendid statues, each formed of a single diamond mounted on 
gold, The young King is delighted; but presently he observes a 
ninth golden pedestal, unoccupied by any figure or statue, which, on 
examining, he discovers to have inscribed on it his late father’s will, 
which bequeaths to Zeyn all his immense wealth, and reveals that 
there is in the world a ninth statue, a thousand times more valuable 
than all the wealth he has bequeathed him. ‘The Genii King is 
forthwith invoked to his assistance, and promises to obtain this 
prigeless statue for him on one condition—namely, that the young 
king will in return find him a maiden in every respect perfect, 
Zeyn undertakes the rather difficult task, and is supplied by the 
Genii King with a magic mirror, which, when used, detects the 
smallest fault in any Jady submitted to its influence. He imme- 
diately convokes a ‘* Young Lady Exposition” of all nations, for 
the purpose of finding this female wonder. He eventually discovers 
in Zuleika, the daughter of a nobleman, this ninth wonder cf the 
world, He, of course, falls violently in love, and they are betrothed; 
but he is horrified on remembering that he has bargained to give 
her up to the King of the Genii, who, though implored to cance} 
the bargain, refuses all offers, and actually earries the affianced 
bride off ere they are espoused, 'Lhis appears to be only a ruse on 
the part of the Genii King, for the lovers are eventually reunited, 
the kingdom restored to happiness, and all ends well, thanks to the 
Genii iting. The piece was admirably got up and produced. ‘The 
scenery, by Johnstone, Morris, and others, was splendid, and come 
manded rapturous cheering. The music, arranged by Read, was 
neat, and excellently played and conducted. Miss Priscilla Horton, 
as the King of Balsora, executed some very capital songs 
produced from the best composers, and was rapturously encored in 
Kruken’s ‘Trab, Trab, Trab.’’ Miss Kathleen Fitzwilliam, whose 
advent at this theatre produced a complete sensation, was exccllent 
as Zuleika, the faultless maiden, and in her numerous songs was 
Joudly and deservedly applauded. Her appearance on the pedestal] 
as the Ninth Statue was a perfect picture. ‘Lhe parts of Loose- 
Jisch by Munyard, Rumfogi by Bland, and Mobaree by Selby, were 
sustained 80 well that many laughed until their sides were sore

In obedience to Aleohol’s invocation, all his 
atiendant spirits—Gin, Brandy, Rum, Hollands, Scotch Whisky, 
Trish Whisky too, and, lastly, Shligowich (a Russian spirit, dis- 
tilled for the occasion)—suddenly emerge from a proportionate 
number of gigantic butts, each attiredin the costume of the country 
to which he is indigenous. A consultation then takes place, the 
purport of which is haw best to maintain the sway of Alcohol over 
the human race, and banish Father Mathew and the water eure. 
Kngland is chosen for the. scene of action, and England's King, 
Jamie, as the likely instrument, being not ungiven to ‘* notations 
pottle-deep,"”” The next scene is the double-bedded royal sleeping 
room, where we find King Jamie (Mr. Honey) in one bed, his 
consort in the other, with the babie Charles in acradle. Poor 
Jamie, like many other husbands, has been obliged to be up nearly 
half the night to quiet the child, and the fun which arises out of the 
scene must he seen to be appreciated, King Jamie now leaves his 
dear to go and chase the deer of Kpping Forest, which forms the 
next scene; here we are introduced to the Lady Arabella Stuart 
(Miss Fawertt), and William Seymour, her lover (Mr. Bologna) ; 
Alcohol tempts her to drink of his flask, but, she, preferring water, 
like # properly-conducted young lady, he departs in a rage, when a 
beautiful fountain rises and discovers Water Lily, the Naiade 
Queen (Miss Lebar)—she gives them the magic fiddle, tO rescue 
them when in a serane, The Bing here has a picnic ‘fon the 
verdant green,” and Seymour, in the disguise of an old fiddler, 
plays to him, which canses all the courtiers and the King to dance 
like mad, and enables the lovers to escape. The next scene is 
"the Lone Hou-e at Lambeth,” where the Gunpowder Plot was 
carried on: here the King takes shelter, having lost his way and 
his wig, and here he meets with Guy Faux (Mr, Wynn), The 
King is nearly done for, when he is rescued by the lovers and the 
magie fiddle. The scene which ends ‘thia strange, eventful 
history ’’ is the vault beneath the House of Lords, where Guy 
Faux is seized by the old-new police, when Water Lily and Alcohol 
determine to combine for, as he says, ‘spirit and water make a 
pleasant mixture,’ The King is changed to Clown (Mr, Flex- 
more); Steenie to Pantaloon (Mr, Paulo); Seymour to Harlequin 
(Mr. Bologna); and the Lady Arabella Stuart to Columbine (Miss 
Faweett), ‘Lhe comic business is full of practical and pointed 
jokes upon the passing events of the day, and altogether it isa 
pantomime quite worthy of the author of ** Bluff King Hal.” The 
house was crowded: all the efforts of manager, author, and per-

Lyceum.—Planché has again given the public one of bis 
exquisite extravagangas—it is called ‘*The Island of Jewels,” It

The Shaksperian play chosen for the opening 
night was the same which Mr. Macready selected for 
the commencement of his own management when he 
was lessee of Drury Lane, namely, ‘‘ The Merchant of 
Venice.’’ Upon this occasion Mr, Anderson performed 
the arduous character of Shylock, for the first time be- 
fore a London audience. We shall not attempt to 
criticise his performance at present,—we must reserve 
the task until a future opportunity ; for as not one word in 
ten could be heard until after the conclusion of the fourth 
act, when Shylock’s part terminates, it would be unjust 
towards this talented gentleman to offer any but merely 
general remarks. Several times during the play he found 
it necessary to address the audience, which he did in a 
manner that brought forth the warmest demonstrations 
of kindly feeling on the part of those present. Upon one 
occasion, when addressing the gentlemen in the gallery, 
he said—“ From the vast numbers in which you have 
come to welcome me, I feel, I know, that you intend me 
kindly, but I must be allowed to remark that you havea 
very odd way of showing it.” From the few passages 
we from time to time could catch, we believe that Mr. 
Anderson's performance of Shylock, under other circum- 
stances, must be very fine. He dressed the character 
admirably ; and in the fourth act, the trial scene—a trial 
scene in every sense of the word for an actor—in spite of 
all the noise and confusion, succeeded in producing an 
immense effect. Miss Laura Addison was the Portia, 
and, as far as looks went, delighted her beholders. Of 
her ‘performance of the part we are unable to offer any 
remarks, for, as we have said before, not one word in ten 
could be heard until the fifth act, when it seemed 
“that music (really) hath charms to sooth the savage

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PARIS AND THE PARISIANS. 


(From our own Correspondent.) 

The drawing of the lottery for the benefit of the French artists 
who suffered by the revolution of February has taken place at the 
Jardin d’Hiver, before a vast crowd of spectators, The first ticket 
was No. 514, which entitles the fortunate holder to the statue of 
‘Sappho,’ by Pradier, of solid silver, and valued at 20,000 f. 

A trial has occurred before the Assize Court of Paris, the result 
of which proves clearly that, notwithstanding all the efforts of the 
Socialists to mislead public opinion, the voice of the country is 
in favour of a return to monarchical institutions. This position 
is what I have long arrived at. 

A royal arHine is afoot—that of her Royal Highnesa the 
Princess Charlotte, daughter of Prince Albert of Prussia, to the 
hereditary Prince of Saxe Meiningen, will be celebrated at Charlot- 
tenburg during the present week, The Princess brings her husband 
£600,000, which comes to her from her mother. 

Our Italian Opera is again in vogue, under the Roneoni, The 
night before last he gave us a new tenor, Signor Lucchesi, who 
made his début inacharming little opera of Rossini, ‘ Contadini.”

his critics were premature in their decision. ‘This play has, I see, 
been produced at the Lyceum by Mr. Charles Dance, ‘The French 
version is filled to overflowing with passages of pathos and oetry. 
Virtue is shown her own image surpassingly beautiful, and Vice is 
painted with a mien of unmistakable hideousness. Tears were 
abundant during its performance. Never, perhaps, was anything 
seen on the stage so truthful, so natural, as the scenes between the 
father and his little girl, ‘‘sole daughter of his house and heart.” 
There was, more especially, one touch of nature which made the 
whole world kin in the theatre, and sent the big tears coursing 
each other down the cheeks of the audience, But Regnier has 
lately lost a child! The part was exquisitely performed by a won- 
derful little creature, whose talent is not eenfined to acting; for 
the other night she danced so admirably at the Porte St. Martin that 
Carlotta Grisi threw her, her bouquet. Carlotta is about to leave 
Paris, and Cerito is to reign in her stead. The “ Prophete” 
is also to be suspended, as Madame Viardotis goingaway. Duprez 
has taken his farewell of the stage with an impaired voice—but the 
artist is as great as of yore.

THE MurpeRr or Dr, PARKMAN.—(From the Boston Post of 
Dec. 4.)—Notwithstanding Dr. Webster had signed a paper to the 
effect that he was willing to remain in gaol until the result of the 
coroner’s inquest should be known, and thus avaid, at least for the 
present, an appearance in court, Mr. Parker, county attorney, 
saw objections in so grave a matter, in having a prisoner in custody 
upon no other authority than his own voluntary consent, and there- 
fore arrangements were made yesterday forenoon for bringing him 
to the police court, and exhibiting the complaint to him in due 
form. About one o’clock he was brought up from gaol in a ear- 
riage, and, together with Franklin Dexter, Esq., his counsel, Sheriff 
Eyeleth, and Mr. Parker, was shown into the judges’ lobby. The 
court-room was then cleared of all persons but the officers, the pri- 
soner having requested a private hearing. He waived the reading 
of the complaint, but his counsel examined it very carefully, without 
taking any exception to it. The offence not being bailable, Judge 
Cushing ordered that the prisoner should be committed to gaol, 
there to remain to answer to whatever charge the grand jury for the 
January term for the county of Suffolk may allege against him. He 
was then taken back to gaol. He appeared affable and collected, and 
even smiled pleasantly when told that he would have to remain a 
few minutes while the papers were being made out.

Monument To THE LATE Dr. Pricuarp, HeREForp- 
SHIRE.—A beautiful mural monument in fine statuary marble has 
been erected in Sellack Church, Herefordshire, to the memory of 
that excellent man and accomplished scholar, the late Dr, Prichard, 
of this city. The following is the inscription:—‘‘ Near this spot 
are interred the remains of James Cowles Prichard, M.D. Born at 
Ross, Feb, 11, 1786. Died in London, Dec. 22, 1848. He was 
thirty-five years a physician at Bristol, and afterwards Commissioner 
in Lunacy, He was the author of many laborious works on medi- 
Cine, insanity, and languages; but, above all others, carried forward 
the knowledge of the human race by his great work on ‘The Phy- 
Sical History of Mankind,’ To extensive learning and great powers 
of mind God added the higher gifts of simplicity, humility, and 
Christian faith, and a penitent hope in death throngh Jesus Christ.” 

he monument also bears the subjoined inscriptions to the memory 
of two of the deceased's sons :—“ By his side rest the remains of his 
Son, James Cowles Prichard, born June 8, 1814, died Sept. 11, 1848, 
Some time fellow of Oricl College, Oxford, afterwards vicar of Mit- 
cham, Surrey; endowed also with many and various talents, in love 
and piety a fit minister of Christ.

Heroic Conpucr or tue Rector or FatmMoutru.— 
Last week a schooner was observed to be entangled on the coast 
between the Manacle Rock and Pendennis Castle, with a pilot 
cutter near her. Later in the morning she stranded directly under 
the cliff, above which is the mansion of the Rev, W. J. Coope, the 
rector of Falmouth, She fA to be the Mary, of Dartmouth, of 
123 tous burden, Thomas Jarvis, master, from Acra, on the coast 
of Africa, 105 days, to Falmouth, for orders, Her cargo consisted of 
palm oil, the property of W. B, Hutton and Sons, of London. Her 
crew were seven in number, two of whom were blacks, They had 
been fourteen days without any provisions, except an allowance of 
two table-spoonfuls of flour daily ; and it had been agreed to kill 
the dog on board for sustenance, unless relieved, After many 
efforts the expedient was adopted of throwing the log line from the 
ship, as a primary means of establishing communication. The 
rector, having a greater knowledge of the footing on the cliff, 
attempted to catch the line, for which he waded into the water some 
feet, and was nearly carried off by a sea. To the log line a large 
rope was attached, and to it a hemp cable; the end of the cable was 
fixed round a bridge in Mr. Coope’s walk, near the bathing-house, 
The first wha ventured and succeeded in reaching the shore by the 
cable was the mate; it was a passage of much hazard to himself 
and most considerable excitement to the bystanders ; being some 
seconds suspended midway, owing to the rope not traversing ne 
cable, and by every lurch of the vessel dashed into the surf on the 
rocks, The remaiuder of the crew were got on shore, one by one, 
in a barrel hung by a hank to the cable (AS they landed they were 
taken to the mansion of Mr. Coope, in which act of benevolence the 
ladies of the reverend gentleman’s family took a most prominent 
Part. Soup, brandy and water, coffee, and a joint of meat were 
placed before them; the greatest care being taken to guard against 
the danger to be apprehended from the incautious feeding of long- 
famished men, ‘To those who were inclined to take rest beds were 
Offered, of which three of the men took advantage. A letter has 
since been forwarded to the Rev. W. J. Coope, signed by the 
Master, mate, and other servants of the ill-fated schooner, tendering 

eir warmest thanks to that gentleman, comparing him to the 
800d Samaritan of old. ‘There ought to be some public testimonial 
to the Rev, Mr. Coope and to the ladies of his family for a devotion

SuHockina Occurrence.—A FemMaLE SERvANT 
ASPHYXIATED,—On Monday morning the family of the Rev. T.: 
H. Davies, incumbent of Trinity Church, Nottingham, but residing 
at Sherwood, about two miles trom that town, were horror-stricken 
to find, upon arising from their beds, that their two maid-servants, 
who the previous evening had retired to rest apparently in good 
health, had been discovered in their beds in a state of insensibility. 
The room in which they lay was filled with smoke, and in one corner 
was a portable firegrate, containing some dead coke, Mr. Joseph 
Thompson, surgeon, was sent for, and was quickly in attendance; 
but one of the women, Ellen Pierce, aged about thirty years, died 
shortly after his arrival, ‘The other woman, who is named English, 
and is also about thirty years years old, has been partially restored, 
and hopes are Biterin(ied of her ultimate recoyery. Itis supposed 
that the coals had been lighted for the purpose of warming the room, 
the night being severely cold. ‘There was a fireplace in the room, 
the chimney to which, eae had been stopped up by the women 
in their ignorance of the consequences, to prevent the heat from 
escaping, 


Mosr DiapoiicaL Atrempt TO Murper a FaMILy. 
Last week great excitement was caused amongst the inhabitants of 
Old Dock, Dudley, in consequence of the following horrible oceur- 
rence:—It appears that Ann Evans, the wife of Thomas Evans, a 
bracemaker, about eight o’clock in the morning, was noticed by one 
of her children to sharpen a knife and run up stairs, This excited 
the child’s curiosity, and she immediately went to her father’s 
workshop adjoining the house and told him what she had seen. He 
therefore repaired with all speed to one of the upper bedrooms, 
when on entering it he beheld a fearfal scene, for upon the face of 
one of the children, only two years old, was a pillow, evidently 
placed there to stifle its cries, and the mother was cutting the throat 
of the unfortunate child. Upon seeing her husband enter the room 
she left off mangling her offspring, but she flew at him with the knife 
for the purpose of stabbing him, Fortunately she missed her aim, 
and after much Sealiicode succeeded in getting possession of the 
kuife, which was covered with blood. ‘I'he child’s throat was so 
severely cut that it is extremely doubtful whether it will survive. 
Ina closet she had locked up another child, six years old, so that 
there seems little doubt she satended to murder the whole of her 
children, and had it not been for the arrival of her husband two, at 
least, of them would have been deprived of life. Constable Shore 
was instantly sent for, and took the woman into custody, at the 
same time taking possession of the knife, which was recently 
sharpened, and had marks of blood upon it. On leaving the house 
with the constable, the woman said to her husband, ‘It shall be 
your turn next.”” ‘The wound in the child’s throat was found to be 
three inches in length, and about the same depth, Mr. Fisher, a 
surgeon, has been in attendance upon the sufferer, but is not able 
to tell whether there is any probability of its recovery. The woman 
was taken before the mayistrate, but remanded until the state of 
the child is better known, 


Murpber by a Yourn unpER Sixteen YEARS oF 
Acs.—The New-cut, Bedminster, near Redcliff-crescent, was, on 
Sunday afternoon, in broad daylight, and directly fronting the 
house of one of the magistrates of the city, who personally wit- 
nessed the occurrence, the scene of a murder, which we regret to be 
obliged to add was committed by a lad of lesa than sixteen years of 
age. A provincial jaurnal, under date Monday, says :—‘ On Sun- 
day afternoon two young men, named Henry Coggan and William 
Braund, the person who hag been murdered, went out together for 
a walk. When near the Bedminster iron bridge they were joined 
by a third young man, named Horgan, Upon reaching the bridge 
they saw two young lads, Alfred Dancy and Henry Collins, leaping 
over an iron post near the bridge. Dancy, at the moment, was 
leaping the post, and Horgan called out to him, * Over it.’ Col- 
lins immediately began abusing Horgan, who ultimately gave 
Collins a box on the ear, and, while doing so, Alfred Dancy came 
behind him, struck him a blow in the face, and, pulling out a brass- 
barrelled pistol, threatened to shoot him. organ replied that he 
did not like a disturbance of a Sunday, or that he would well chas- 
tise them, not imagining for a moment that the pistol was loaded, 
and again left them and joined his friends. By this time they had 
reached the top of Brown’s-row, uearly opposite Mr. Brown’s 
house, who is a magistrate for the city, where they stopped, the 
two boys being then only two or three yards behind them, Collins 
then pulled out a life-preserver, and flourished it threateningly at 
them, upon which William Braund called out, ‘* Very well, Collins, 
I will tell your mother of your conduct, and she will give it you for 
having used such athing as that.”’

The 
boy Dancy, in the meanwhile, again pulled out the pistol, and 
declared that he would shoot Braund, and that he would shoot 
Horgan also if he interfered with him, Horgan, however, tried to 
prevent bis getting at Braund, but, evading Horgan, Dancy took 
deliberate aim at Braund, and shot him. The ball entering the 
young man’s chest, the blood spouted out of his mouth, and he fell 
to the ground. The murderer took to instant flizht, but was 
speedily overtaken and conveyed to the Bedminster police-station. 
Upon being searched, a bullet-mould and seven pistol bullets, with 
ascrew-turner for the locks, a piece of lead, some percussion-caps, 
and £3. 1s. 6d, in gold and silver, were found upon his person, The 
unfortunate young man Braund, who bore an excellent character, 
was conveyed to the General Hospital, but was dead before he 
reached it. Dancy appears quite indifferent as to the crime he has 
committed, At the subsequent inquest the coroner summed up 
the evidence at considerable length, and the jury, after a short con- 
sultation, returned a verdict of “ Wilful murder’ against Alfred 
Dancy, who was committed on the coroner’s warrant to take his 
trial for the capital offence.

the pest fortnight having been provided with situa. 
tions. The universal and dreadful suffering now 
pervading the country is felt by the great body of 
the labouring classes, many of whom are enduring 
the extreme of privation,; and some, actual starva« 
tion. Tt painfully oppresses the middle orders, 
either in a diminution of capital, narrowed meane, 
or complete ruin. The privations and sufferings 
in the localities of the poor have been cruelly 
severe, while they have been borne with exemplary

‘The short facts of the case are, that Mr. Cummins got on the 
steps of a Bayswater omnibus, which was then full, intending to remain 
there until there was a vacancy.

The complainant called him a blackguard, and then he certainly did give 
him a push to make him remove from the step. ‘he complainant having 
declared that no remonstrance hag been directed to him by the defendant 
or by the passengers, and denied having applied the epithet blackguard to 
the defendant, the cace was adjourned to procure the evidence of some of 
the passengers, An advertisement having been inserted in the papers, 
several gentlemen came forward to give evidence. Witnesses were calleton 
behalf of the defendant, who deposed that the complainant was remonstrated 
with for blocking up the door window by standing on the step, but the com- 
plainant would not get down, None of the witnesses heard any bad lan- 
guage from the defendant to the complainant. One of them, Mr, Dod, 
a solicitor, heard the word blackguard come from the complainant after he 
had been pushed from the window. All the witnesses declared there was 
no unnecessary violence used towards the complainant. One of the wit- 
nesses, however, would not undertake to swear that bad language of some 
kind did not pass on both sides.—Mr. Hardwick said the conductor was, as 
he had previously said, the party who was most in the wrong.

RAILWAY MISERIES, 

At Southwark, Mr. Gunnell, paperhanger, of Morton-street, Vauxhall- 
bridge-road, was brought before Mr. Secker, on Saturday last, charged by 
the officers of the North Kent Railway Company with travelling on that line 
without a ticket, and refusing to pay the excess fare, amounting to Is. 6d. 
Mr. Church, the company’s solicitor, attended to support the complaint, and 
stated that the present charge was made under the third section of the 
General Railway Act, which empowered the magistrate to inflict a penalty 
of 40s. on every person travelling in a railway carriage without a ticket, and 
refusing to pay their fare for the farthest distance. ‘The defendant arrived 
at the London-bridge terminus by the half-past six o’clock train from 
Rochester without a ticket, and on refusing to pay excess fare he was 
escorted to the police-station, and immediately admitted to bail to appear 
at the court to answer the complaint.—~ The defendant said he had been 
grossly ill treated by the company, merely through the neglect of their own 
servants.

adjourned the case until Thursday next, to give defendant an opportunity to

DRIVING FURIOUSLY OVER TWO ELDERLY PERSONS. 

At Southwark, Mr. Villiam Collins was charged with furiously driving a 
chaise and running over two elderly persons, a man and woman, who sus- 
tained injuries of a serious nature, ‘The complainants stated that about 
half-past nine o’clock at night, as they were about crossing the Waterloo- 
road, in the vicinity of the Victoria Theatre, and had scarcely stepped off the 
pavement into the road, when the defendant in a chaise came along ata 
furious rate, and they were both knocked down and had a narrow escape of 
losing their lives, As it was, they were much bruised and incapacitated

THE NINEVEH MARBLES IN THE 
BRITISH MUSEUM. 

There is, perhaps, no portion of the treasures 
of this establishment which is of such important 
interest as that from which we this week select a 
series of engravings, Whether we consider these 
marbles as works of art, as engraved histories, or 
as corroborations of the truth of scripture, they 
are in every way remarkable, and are truly objects 
which we, as a nation, ought to feel proud to pos- 
sess. On a critical examination of these remains 
as works of art, the first feeling is that of astonish- 
ment at their excellent state of preservation, many 
of them appearing as clean and sharp as if they 
had only just come from the studio of the sculptor, 
The perfection of the forms next forces itself on 
the attention, not only as displayed in the delinea- 
tion of the human figure, but in the various groups 
of animals. There ts also a distinctly-marked dif- 
ference between the style of those early times and 
any other achool of art; and to the peculiarity of 
the development of the anatomical forms in ‘the 
Nineveh marbles we would particularly direct 
notice, for this is an attention not so- distinct] 
shown in the remains of either Egyptian or Gree 
art. It is also singular that the supposed oldest 
of these marbles is equal, if not superior, in spirit 
of design and execution to the more modern. It 
is a matter of curious interest as to whether or not 
future researches may lead to the discovery of the 
beginning of a style of art which is here shown in 
such perfection, g 

Nearly 3000 years have passed away since the 
destruction of Nineveh, and during that period it 
has remained entombed in unbroken repose until 
the exertions of Mr. Layard has recovered and 
brought to our shores objects on which, probably, 
the prophet Jonah gazed when he proclaimed 
through the then populous city, ‘ Yet within forty 
days and Nineveh shall be overthrown.” The 
space of ground occupied by mounds of earth in 
the neighbourhood from which the Nineveh marbles 
have been procured is about sixty miles in circum- 
ference, a distance which agrees with the “ three 
days’ journey” of the prophet; and from the 
accounts of various travellers we gather that the 
Spot presents a scene of wild desolation which 
agrees in a remarkable manner with the prediction 
in the third chapter of Nahum, 17th and 18th 
verses :— 

“Thy crowned are as locusts, and thy captains 
as the great grasshoppers, which camp in the 
hedges in the cold day, bu¢ when the sun ariseth 


they flee away, and their place is not known where 
they are, 


“ Thy shepherds slumber, O King of Assyria. Thy nobles shall 
dwell in the dust ; thy people is scattered on the mountains, and no 


man gathereth them. 


he Assyrians are not particularly alluded to in Holy Writ until 
the period when their warlike expedition to the west of the Euphrates 
tought them into contact with the Jews. The first king whose 
name is recorded was Pul, who reigned between eight and nine 
hundred years before the Christian era, and about two hundred 
previous to the fall of the empire ; consequently he must have been 
nearly the last of a long succession of kings who, it is generally 
admitted, had ruled over the greater part of Asta, 
monarchs are more frequently mentioned in the Bible, as the con- 
quests over the Jews, whom they led captive into Assyria, bring 


them continually into notice, 


The dates of the principal events in connection with the Assyrian 
empire ig a matter of great doubt, modern authorities differing to 
the extent of 1000 years in the date assigned to the commencement 
of the empire, ‘The sites of Nineveh and Babylon, although names 
as familiar as household words, were also disputed ; large mounds 
of earth and masses of brickwork, however, in bot 
Babylonia, pointed out the sites of former cities, whic 
the means of recognition to verify the fearful propt 
ture. These immense mounds naturally attracted the attention of 
various Eastern travellers, who have, from time to time, published
